Puts Ace at the 


The last three years have 
seen Ace Coin Equipment ро 
through a gradual restructuring 
process which has taken it to the 
stage where it is one of the best 
equipped and technically 
advanced firms 
equipment industry. 


The company, based at 
Talbot Green, Mid Glamorgan and 
12 miles from Cardiff, has 
diversified from a position where 
it depended largely on the 
European market to one where it 
covers every section of the 
automatics industry. 


One of the company's major 
customers in the days when it 
concentrated on Europe was 
Hobea, the main distributors in 
Holland. The Dutch firm 
purchased shares in Ace and 
finally took over the company 
three years ago. 


Mr. Gordon Berryman, an 
executive industrialist with 20 
years' experience of industry in 
South Wales, was appointed 
Chairman. Since then Ace has 
expanded and made various 
acquisitions. One of the first 
moves was to double the size of 
the manufacturing capacity and a 
new factory was opened at Taibot 
Green in 1978. 


The company was one of the 


first to introduce micro 
processors to fruit machines and 
two years ago, purchased 50 per 
cent of the company that supplied 
it with those micro processors — 
Verdure Ltd. of Swansea. Last 
year Ace purchased the other 50 
per cent of the company and re- 
named it Race Electronics. 


This important acquisition 
was put to the best possible use 
when it was decided to move the 
factory from Swansea to the 
headquarters site at Talbot 
Green. The new factory, opened 
recently, stands alongside the 


in the coin 


main building and the design, 
manufacturing and programming 
techniques used there are as 
advanced as any in Europe. 

The Verdure take-over led 


directly to another important 
stage in the growth and 


diversification of the Ace group of 


companies. There was а 
tremendous demand for printed 
circuit boards and in February 
this year, Ace acquired 
Howlgrange, the company. that 
supplied Race Electronics with 
printed circuit boards. The self 
contained management structure 
remained the same and there was 
no reason for moving the company 
from its established base at 
Brecon. The company was re- 
named Race Circuits. 


Both Race Electronics and 
Race Circuits are well diversified 
and manufacture components for 
other firms within the industry. 
They have growth patterns of 
their own both in and outside of 
the gaming industry. 

As the group of companies 
expanded, the structure became 
more complex and there was a 


need for a complete control team. 


Gordon Berryman selected the 
team from existing personnel. 


Mr. Harold Phillips was 
appointed Managing Director of 
Ace and Mr. Jeff Hull Director 
and General Manager of the 
Group. Mr. Keith Arnold, 
formerly technical director of 
Race Electronics, became 
Director and General Manager of 
Race Electronics and Mr. Stanley 
Ash, formerly in overall charge of 
Howlgrange was appointed 
Director and General Manager of 
Race Circuits. Mr. Arnold and Mr. 
Ash report to Mr. Hull who 
reports to Mr. Phillips. There is 
one common Board of Directors 
responsible for each company and 
the entire group so that 
management control is overall.

Mr. Berryman said “Опе of 
the things that concerned me 
when I joined the company was its 
utter dependence on the 
European market. I wanted to see 
us diversify and stand much more 
firmly on several legs. For 
example, I wanted us to take the 
company back into a strong 
position in the home market — we 
have worked towards this for the 
last three years. Overseas, we 
wanted to expand into markets 
that were not being given much 
attention. We also wanted to 
make more diversified additions 
to the company's production 
range. 


Ace negotiated to 
manufacture under licence the 
video poker/card games designed 
by Sircoma Reno, U.S.A. 


The public interest in video 
games for pure amusement was 
anticipated at Ace and as a result 
the company completed 
arrangements with Nichibutsu 
U.K. to manufacture their 
machines for sale in Europe. The 
company started the ball rolling 
with production of 100 machines 
a week and this figure is expected 
to increase. In addition to 
manufacturing the machines Ace 
have agreed to utilize their 
considerable U.K. and 
international sales organisations 
to sell the machines. Those 
arrangements are now in full 
swing. 


To complete the period of 


diversification and expansion Ace 


moved towards one remaining 
area — the pinball market. The 
company has negotiated with the 
Barcelona based firm, Playmatic, 
to operate as the U.K. Sales 
distributor for its pinball 
machines with a view to 
manufacturing them under 
licence if the turnover proves to 
be adequate. 
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The Асе Group now has опе of 
the best organised and equipped 
premises in the industry. Within the 
relatively short space of three years, 
the company has expanded in several 
directions that have enabled it to 
keep right in the front line of the 
industry's rapid technological 
advance. This period has seen an 
expansion of micro processed 
technology as well as manufacturing 
and sales capacity.

The track at Rhyl is 
custom built and covers 1,200 
sq. ft.

A Further Look at the Pinball 
Engineer's ‘Bible’ 


Following the interest expressed in Robert A. Hornick’s two 
volumes, Electronic Pinball Electronics, featured in Talking 
Technical last month, we are taking a further look at his work. 

The books, published by Laserscope Ltd. are distributed in 
the United Kingdom and Eire by Brian Feeley Ltd., Ridgemount 
Gardens, Torrington Place, London WC1E 7AX and cost 9.50 
each + postage. 

Another example of the ground covered in the books is 
reproduced on the right. This is a diagram of the Williams Sound 
Board. The text explains that the sound board uses “а complete 
microcomputer for generating sounds. It has its own power 
supply a includes a D/A (digital to analog) converter and audio 
amplifier. The sound capability of this board is quite versatile 
and no doubt, Williams will be creating many new sounds with it 
in future game models. 

“There are four connectors on the board, J1 on the upper 
right, provides power; J2 in the top middle, connects to the 
speaker; and J3 carries the input signal from the driver board. 
Connector J4, not included on earlier games, connects to the 
remote volume control in the cabinet." 

The section on the Williams board goes on to deal with the 
power supply, reset circuit, microprocessor, programme 
memory, peripheral interface adapter and D/A converter and 
analog output. 

This section is typical of the thorough and clearly presented 
way in which Robert Hornick has dealt with the complexities of 
pinball electronics.

ZEST AND MATURE POLICY 


Not much more than a year 
ago three young people were all 
working together in the same 
automatics firm in Holland. Jan 
Tootne was on the sales side, Resi 
Van Dijk worked mainly on public 
relations, and Henry Spijkers was 
a highly qualified technician. All 
worked at international level and 
they were very good friends. 


Perhaps it wasn’t so unusual 
for Jan and Henry to like the 
automatics business so much, for 
after all it is very much a man’s 
business. But Resi, young and a 
very pretty girl with lots of charm 
liked the industry too, which isn’t 
so usual. 


They had lots of enthusiasm, 
none of them was afraid of hard 
work, but what they wanted more 
than anything else was 
independence. So finally they 
decided to join together to found a 
firm of their own. The result is, in 
fact, two firms, Eurocoin 
International and Eurocoin 
Holding. Recently I went along to 
Bergen op Zoom, not far over the 
Belgian frontier where they have 
their headquarters at present, to 
hear all about their progress. It 
was an impressive story, 
considering that they did not start 
up on their own until September 
last year. 


The first problem the three 
had to face was finding premises 
and in Holland this isn’t easy. 
They were fortunate in having 
Marinus Elst, an operator in 
Bergen op Zoom, as a friend, for 
immediately he heard about the 
new firm and the problem of 
premises he offered them the use 
of his own offices until they could 
find something more suitable. 


In Eurocoin each one of the 
three took over the side of things 


they were accustomed to. Jan is 
managing director and in charge 
of sales, while Henry is the 
technical expert and looks after 
servicing. As for Resi, she told me: 
“I don’t know exactly what I ат, 
but she seemed happy enough 
dealing with general 
administration and public 
relations. All three are working 
very hard indeed, and I believe 
they are enjoying every moment of 
it! | 

Soon after Ц was founded 
Eurocoin International was given 
distributing rights for all Europe 
for the excellent gaming machines 


produced by the British firm, 


Marian Electronics. These are 
now very much liked by many 
Dutch operators, one of the first 
of whom was their friend Marinus 
Elst who has bought many of 
them. Commenting on the 


progress of Marian Electronics 
machines in the Netherlands Jan 
said: [It's not merely 
encouraging, it's perfect.“ 

Eurocoin has а special 
policy, a policy I would describe 
as being very mature, especially 
in a firm founded by young people. 
Although they have this 
wonderful, boundless enthusiasm 
and energy, the three decided at 
the start that they would not 
attempt to go too fast. We made 
up our minds that we would do 
everything step by step, and that 
we would be very selective about 
anything we considered taking 
оп,” Jan Tooten told me. 

So every step forward was 
very carefully considered. These 
carefully considered steps now 
include Eurocoin Amsterdam 
which was just being set up at the 
time of my visit, and which will

look after sales and servicing іп and 
around the city. In other parts of the 
country distributors have been 
appointed. These are Boers of 
Rotterdam and Veltmeier of Sittard, 
both extremely sound, successful and 
well respected firms, whose sales and 
servicing cover the best areas. 


The firm Eurocoin Holding is a 
little different. Its aim is to set up 
distributing companies both in the 
Netherlands and abroad. Eurocoin 
Amsterdam was the first aim to be set 
up.. The next was Hevex Eurocoin. 
Hevex is another well known Dutch 
automatics firm which has joined with 
the three to found Hevex Eurocoin 
which is based in Spain. Among its 
functions will be searching for the 
best Spanish made equipment and 
arranging for its distribution 
elsewhere in Europe. This Spanis 
company will be working in full swing 
by the autumn,” Jan and Resi told me. 


Shortly before my visit Eurocoin 
International had been appointed 
Netherlands importer and distributor 
for Universal amusement games. We 
wanted a really good make of these 
besides gaming machines“, explained 
Jan and Resi. But even with 
Universal offered to us we stuck to our 
policy of doing nothing in a hurry. We 
had long discussions with ADP of 
Germany, the main European 
Universal importers, before we 
definitely took the make оп.” 

More news of their progress was 
the fact that instead of continuing to 


look for premises to rent or buy for. 


their headquarters, they have decided 
to build. They were in the process of 


negotiating for a site at 
‘s-Hertogenbosch, a town centrally 
situated. If the purchase went through 
— and they were confident that it 
would — they hoped to start building 
immediately, and to have their new 
headquarters ready in a matter of 
months. 

They had many good things to tell 
me about the Marian Electronics 
gaming machines. We took them on 
because of their very high technical 


. standard. Technically they are as 


good as machines of this type can be. 
There is absolutely no trouble with 
them", stressed Jan and Henry. “Апа, 
again very important, they have 
terrific play appeal, which is 
essential.“ 

Holland is at present waiting for 
new laws concering the operation of 
gaming machines, a 
law that will cover the whole country 
instead of the authorities in each 
locality deciding on what may or may 
not operate, and how, which is the 
present situation. This new law will 
almost certainly permit a cash pay- 
out. 

“Іп spite of the fact that everyone 
is waiting for this new law, Marian 
machines are still selling well," said 
Jan. “Тһе reason for this is that the 
machines are extremely easy to adapt 
to what ме expect will come. So 
people buy them knowing that they 
will be able to go on using them.” 

Everyone at Eurocoin is very 
enthusiastic about V.A.N., the Dutch 
automatics trade association and the 
firm is of course a member. “Тһе new 
law will be due entirely to their 
efforts”, they stressed. 


On the export side Marian 
Electronics machines are going to 
several European countries including 
Austria through Eurocoin. This British 
manufacturing firm has come up with 
extremely good and attractive 
machines for each market covered, 
for special design is needed to make 
the machines come into line with the 
various legal requirements. Henry 
helps a lot with this. Not only in 
Marian Electronics producing good 
machines, but it is producing them in 
ever increasing numbers. 


Everyone at Eurocoin was 
pleased by the fact that Marian 
Electronics had recently been taken 
over by Grand Metropolitan an 
enormous and very sound and solid 
group which is one of the most 
important in Britain. 

One point that is helping 
Eurocoin a lot is the fact that the three 
partners are all very good at 
languages. All of them speak English 
fluently, and German as well. French, 
Italian and Spanish are other 
languages of which one or the other of 
them speaks. 


Looking ahead, Jan and Resi said: 
"Yes, we think that we shall take on 
distribution of other makes, some just 
for the Netherlands, some for much 
wider markets. But whatever 
happens, we shall always be selective, 
and we shall continue our policy of 
going step by step, for up to now it 
seems to have been a very good way to 
work." And with the progress that 
Jan, Resi and Henry have made up to 
now, I think everyone will be bound to 
agree with them. AAA

The approach came out of the 
blue. Tony Reynolds, Managing 
Director of Marian Electronics and 
Technical Director Bob Powell had 
never heard of the Dutch firm which 
required a fruit machine designing 
and manufacturing in a hurry. 


The Dutch firm, Eurocoin (see 
Leisure Play International, page 21) | 
had, in fact been formed only a few 
weeks earlier. But they required a 
machine to show at the Firainexpo, 

paris, in December. It was now early 
October ... but Tony and Bob did 
some rapid calculations and decided 
they could beat the incredibly tight 
deadline. 


They came through with flying 
colours and when the doors of the 
Paris exhibition opened there was 
the Golden Coin fruit machine — 
designed and assembled by Marian 
and distributed by Eurocoin. A month 
later they produced the Hold It 
machine for Amsterdam's Horeova 
show. That was the start of a link 
between the two firms which is 
showing every sign of being a great 
success. Marian, 18 months ago 
struggling financially, are now 
exporting to Europe on a regular 
basis through Eurocoin. Golden Coin 
is sold in Austria and Hold It in 
Holland. 


"If someone asks us to design a 
product we give a realistic date", 
said Tony. "But it is always on a 
short time scale. 


“Тһе approach from Eurocoin 
came as a complete surprise. They 
had been looking around for a quality 
product and were obviously well 
acquainted with our machines when 
they came to us. We are delighted 
with the present arrangements. We 
send a regular supply of machines 
into Europe through Eurocoin. " 


Marian Electronics, set in 
beautiful countryside in the heart of 
the Cotswold Hills at Chalford, 
Gloucestershire, was taken over by 
Grand Metropolitan Ltd. earlier this 
summer. Many people were under 
the impression that Grand Met was a 
company involved in a massive chain 
of hotels and nothing else. But the 
company has large brewery and 
public house interests and this made 
a firm like Marian, with its advanced 
technology in machines, the ideal 
stable companion. 


Since the take-over, production 
at Marian has increased and AWPs 


SPINNING 
TOWARDS A 
NEW ERA 


Wheelspin is something of a 
landmark in the re-emergence of 
Marian Electronics as it marks a 
return to the manufacture of AWPs. 


It gives the player the 
opportunity to play roulette. If he 
wins, the win is displayed on the 
indicator and the roulette wheel does 
a simulated spin — achieved by 
flasing lights. The player is given the 
choice of selecting colours and 
numbers 1 to 4 or 5 to 8. If his choice 
is correct he doubles his win and the 
process is repeated.

have been brought out for public 
houses. But there is still an 
impressive list of club machines, 
including Sahara, Burgundy, Blue 
Nile and Pharaoh. Tony Reynolds 
said: “У/е plan to double production 
in the next 12 months.“ 


He is currently negotiating for 

the lease of a number of buildings 
next door to the existing factory, 
which is housed in a converted wool 
mill. If the negotiations are 
successful the firm will gain a 
further 2,000 sq. ft. 


Apart from producing machines 

for the home and European markets, 
Marian sell electronics expertise as 
consultants. Several leading firms 
have had machines designed and 
developed by the electronics experts 
at Marian. All their own machines 
are designed at Chalford and the 
components made by outside 
contractors. Then the machines are 
assembled at Chalford. The quality 
control and tests are carried out at 
the factory. 


The flashes are designed by 

Tony's wife, Lorna, who is a qualified 
commercial artist. The design of 
machines, from programmes to

flashes, is very much a team effort. 
"We like to throw ideas around, " 
said Tony. "That way you get the 
best from everyone's efforts. In the 
case of European machines the 
people from Eurocoin come in on the 
discussions. 


Apart from the advanced 

technology used in Marian machines, 
one of the big features is their 
versatility. The same 
microprocessors are used in all the 
club machines. The price of play can 
be altered by simply altering a link in 
the back of the machine and 
replacing the main flash. 


Tony Reynolds and Bob Powell 
worked together on telephone 
communication equipment for Pye 
before launching Marian in 1974. 
Last year the firm experienced 
financial difficulties and the receiver 
was called in. But Mr. Cyril Shack 
bought out the company and it came 
out of receivership. He transferred 
his interests in the company to Grand 
Metropolitan and resigned from the 
Marian board earlier in the summer. 


Now the company, with its 
expanding European link, seems all 
set for a successful future.
